OREGON'S CHOP. 

tavy Rainfalls Interfere With the Gather- 
ing of an Enormous Harvest. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Oct. 0. — Rain has been 
pourirg down the mountains for the last 48 
hours throughout tho Pelouse Valley. It. 
delays the alreaily delayed trains west and 
knocks down a great deal of standing grain. 
The eastern p*rt of the valley suffers most 
for it is near tho foot hills of the mountains. 
This year's crop is so great that there ia 
danger it will nor be all gathered before the 
winter sets in. Not more than half the crop 
I'elouse'eounly ia harvested, though 400 
headers and ,'100 threshers havo been busy 
for almost two months. Six weeks more 
work io to bo done. 



Buenos Avrks, Oct. 6.— TelegramB re 
ceived horo from Rio confirm the report 
that Admiral Mello ia again bombarding the 
city. All tho business places in tho city- 
are closed. Tho damage done so far is re- 
ported to bo trifling, siuco President Peix- 
oto has mounted new guns and mudo pre- 
parations to return the fire of the rebel vca- 
sols. Tho commanders of tho foreign men- 
of-war are undecided as to whether or not 
they would bo justified in stopping tho 
bombardment, and aro awaiting more pre- 
oiso instructions from their respective gov- 
ernments. 

New York, Oct. 6.— The Hcrald'a Mon- 
tevideo cable says : Word has just been 
received here from tho Herald's correspond- 
ent iti Rio to tho etl'eot that the bombard- 
ment of the city by the rebel fleet under 
Mello, which was begun on Wednesday, 
continued without cessation all day Thurs- 
day. Shot and shell from tho ships aro be- 
ing thrown into tho city, while tho shore 
batteries, manned by Peixoto'a forces, are 
returning tho fire of tho squadron. Tho 
greatest alarm provails in tho capita], which 
ia in an alisolute state of panic. Business 
has been entirely suspended, and the banks 
have closed. Tho bourso is utterly de- 
serted, and workshops and railways shut 
down. Proposals havo been mudo to pro- 
long all commercial transactions, and every 
woman und child who can do so is fleeing 
from tho city. 

"Frightful outrages aro being perpo- 
trated by Peixoto'a soldiers, who are com- 
mitting murder and robbery and apparently 
are beyond rcBtraint. They havo killed de- 
fenceless persona and carried on a general 
plundering raid on stores and private resi- 
dences. Squads of armed Boldiers are scour- 
ing tho city in search of recruits and 
artiBans, clerks and merchants aro being 
pressed into service on all sideB and made 
to n an tho batteries and fight for tho gov- 
ernment. Other detachmcntB of Peixoto'a 
troops, undor direction of tho president's 
chiefs, aro aeizing prominent porsons, who 
are known to bo in sympathy with Mello, 
and throwing them into jail. These expe- 
ditions abound in chances for tho soldiers to 
indulgo unchecked in tho most atrocious 
ubuaes. All of tho English residents of tho 
city have been warned by tho British min- 
ister to escape from Rio, aa tho fleet haa 
given notice of its intention to continue the 
bombardment.

THE COQUITLAM JUDGMENT. 

Cargo Escaping On One Count Forfeited for 
Another Alleged Violating of haw. 

The judgment of the United States dis- 
trict court at Sitka, in tho cubo of tho 
Bteamer Coquitlam, ia aa follows: "The 
vessel ia held to be subject to forfeiture, 
under section 2,869 of tho Revised Statutes, 
for receiving cargo within four leagues of 
tho shore ut Tonki hay in Alaska, and ulso, 
under section 3,109, for arriving within 
waters of tho United States from a foreign 
territory nnd not reporting such arrival to a 
customs ollicer, and unloading cargo with- 
out a permit. The sealskins, amounting to 
3,893, transferred from tho sealing schooners 
Brenda, Umbrina, Sea Lion, Venture, Maud 
S. and Walter A. Earlo to tho Coquitlam at 
Tonki buy are held liable to forfeiture under 
eeotion U,S(j7 because tho transfer was made 
within the collection district of Alaska 
within four leagues of tho shoro, but the 
sealskins unladen from the Bchooners Oscar 
and Hattie, Vivu and Faun, aggregating 
2,297 skins, are held to have been trans- 
ferred to tho Coquitla m on the high acus 
moro thun four lcuguoB from tho nearest 
Alaskan ahore, and therefore not subject to 
forfeiture under section 'J, 807. It ia held, 
however, that tho entire cargo seized at 
Port Etches on board tho Coquitlam ia liablo 
to forfeiture undor Bootons 2,80(3, 12,807, und 
2,801) for being brought into the United 
States without a proper und legal manifest 
thereof." The cargo of skins is valued at 
890,000 and the steamer is probibly worth 
'"•"0,000.

Further Details of the Terrible Visi- 
tation and of the Suffering 
and Loss. 



A Harrowing History of Which the 
Worst is Not Yet 
Known. 

St. Lotus, Oct. li. — A Republic, special 
from New Orleans says : Tho return of 
aeverui relief partiea sent to tho Btorm- 
Btricken districts of the Stato fully confirms 
previous views, und tho corrected lista put 
tho total of the dead at 2,041. This may bo 
increased some 500 by subsequent nowB. 
The loss of life at Cheniero Cuminda iB now 
put at 1,250 ; at Bayou Andre 72, and at 
Grand Islund 24, iuateud of 10. Fears are 
entc-rtuined for fishermen to tho number of 
200, living at Lake Borgno swamp. There 
is great complaint from throughout tho 
Bayou Cook section of tho stench from 
bodies lying in the swamp. A largo num- 
ber wero buried, but there are still ovor 200 
exposed. Tho damage at Chantolour islund 
wos more serious than thought at first. 
Nearly all tho vessels anchored thero wero 
wrecked. Tho U. S. quarantine stution 
and transfer steamer Wulsh were destroyed 
and everybody on quarantine lost except 
the United States physician. Tho loss to 
the government will be 81. '10, 000. Tho 
stoward, nurse and threo patients wero 
drowned. 

Relief for the sufferers poured in to-day. 
The city of New Orleans subscribed 82,500 
and tho purish authoritiea of JeiferBon and 
Plaauemine voted money und at onco sent 
relief expeditions. Dozens of luugers reach- 
ed New Orleans from portions of the atorm 
country to-day. All wero crowded with 
refugees. There are now between 200 and 
300 in town. According to the Republic 
special below New OrleanB tho damuge to 
shipping and the number of livea lost aboard 
tho Bhips i3 us follows : Off tho American, 
15 ; Nikita, 12 ; Annie B, ; Laura L., ; 
New Union, 5 ; Annie Bade, 13 ; Lord, 4 ; 
General Vixie, 4 ; Three Brothers, 3 ; Rolla 
Smith, 3 j Sino Rosaita, 4 ; Anglique, 6 ; 
other veflsela^G. 

New Orleans, Oct. 6.— In the Point la 
Hache country the death list swells to 80, 
wiih a prospect of reaching 100 before all 
are heard from. At Shell Beach and St. 
Malo island tho Iosb ia about 30. In 
Mississippi sound and vicinity probably a 
score are reported. Chantelour island waa 
swept, with great loss to life and property. 
The Iosb of life in the Bayou Cook country 
will approximate 200. Tho country is 
swept clear of houses and scores of fishing 
smacks wero destroyed. The news from 
Grand islo thiB morning places the loss of 
life there at not above 25, ull being negroes. 
Tho property damage is about §100,000 At 
Cheniere, with a population of about 1,400, 
the loss of life is from 900 to 1,000. 
Seventy-two wero drowned in the Chi- 
nece camps on the Bayou Sente 
and at Bayou Andre. It ia estimated 
that tho aggregate loss of life is 
between 1,200 and 1,500, the property Iobs 
amounting to several millions. Thero were 
300 or 400 fishing crufts out, of which half 
were wrecked. This cripples the oyster in- 
dustry, and a famine for a time in this city 
is looked for- Fifty seven bodies have been 
found in the vicinity of Grund Prairie, and 
at tho old qSaruntine at Bayou du Fent ten 
wero drowned. Coffins wero out of the 
question, and the unidentified aro being 
buried in trenches. Tho Bufferings of the 
survivors are being relieved as much as pos- 
sible, a second shipment of Buppliea being 
sent thia morning. Dead bodies are floating 
around on every side. Tho situution is un- 
paralleled in the history of tho South. 

MOBILE, Oct. 5. — The schooner Alice Gra- 
ham, having on board MiBS Susie Heron, a 
school teacher, bound for Dauphin island, 
was wrecked. At Portersvillj thero is ter- 
rible destruction, entailing loss of §50,000 
or over. Reports are received here to the 
effect that thirty lives wero lost at Ship 
island and 100 in Biloxi and vicinity.

Cuptuin-Gcnerul Martinez do Campos has 
informed the Government that ho haa recov- 
ered entirely from the wounds inilicted on 
him by the anarchist Pallas, and is ublo to 
assume full cotnmund of the citadel. The 
Riff tribes continue to gather near Melilla in 
greut numbers. 

Riotous BelKlan Miners, 

CiiARLEitoi, Oct. 0. — A crowd of striking 
miners attempted to tear up tho railway 
near Ransart lust night. A largo body oi 
gendarmes were sent out to disperse the 
rioters. They were greeted with a shower 
of stones, and finally made a charge on the 
mob, which scuttered in all directions, Nino 
rioters were arrested. Riotous bunds of 
strikers are marching about tho country, 
causing general alarm.

ANARCHIST PALLAS. 

He Is Shot by Spanish Troops With Ills Buck 
to Them. 

Barcelona, Oct. 0.— Pallas, the anarchist 
who attempted to assassinato General Mar- 
tinez de Campos, und who was condemned 
by court martial to bo shot with his back to 
tho firing party, was executed at 9 o'clock 
this morning. The execution ground, be- 
hind tho fortress of Mont Juich, was Bur- 
rounded by troops. Immense crowds of 
people gathered iu the neighborhood, but 
were not allowed to pass tho military lines. 
Thero were no disturbances whatever. 
Pallas waa ojoI and se f-posaessed to tho 
end. 

Great military preparations had been 
t.iken around the fortress of Mont Juich, in 
Which Pallas, the condemnod anarchist, was 
confined. No stranger was allowed to 
approach the walls. Pullaa was awakened 
at 8 o'clock yesterday morning to receive a 
visitor in the person of Senor Lostan, u 
republican deputy. Senor Lostan conversed 
with Pallas for Homo time and was surprised 
r.t tho prisoner's wonderful courage und in- 
difference as to his fate. At 9 o'clock Pallas 
was taken before the military judge, escort- 
ed by a strong guard. Ho looked pile. By 
the judge's order the prisoner knelt while 
tho death sentence was read. Pallas listen- 
ed quietly, stroking his mustache. Tho 
judge asked him to Hign tho paper. Pulias 
replied : " What, sign tny death sentence ? 
I would ruther sign the death seutenco of 
the public prosecutor." 

Tho judge remonstrated with Pallas, who 
answered that tho law of retaliation was 
" an eye for an eyo and a tooth for a tooth." 
Tho prisoner then signed tho paper with a 
firm hand. While crossing tho castle court, 
on his wuy to tho chapel in which he was to 
remain for twenty-four hours, the prisoner 
repeatedly shouted : " Long livo Anar 
chy I " Tho commandor of the escort in 
vain ordered him to bo silent. 

Pallas entered tho chapel singing an An- 
archist hymn, and continued singing it for 
a long time, shouting ut tho same time at 
tho top of his voice tho closing words of 
each stanzt : " Kill, kill." Tho chapol 
had been converted into an oratory, in 
which masses are continually being suid by 
the priests commissioned to minister to 
Pallas during his last hours. Thero were 
two Jesuits among tho attendants 
of tho doomed man. Tho oratory con- 
tained a bed, three chairs and a table. 

When tho priests exhorted Pullua to con- 
fess his sins and rcccivo the last sacraments, 
ho told them that ho would die an atheist, 
adding : " I havo renounced all my former 
spiritual inclinations." Before going to the 
chapol, Pullua was allowed to see his wifo 
and children. Hu kiBBcd and wept over his 
infant son, exhorted tho members of tho 
family to continno in tho path of anarchixm 
and gavo them tho only money in his poa- 
session, onn peseta aud a few coppers. 
Pallas wanted a socular burial. Ho be- 
queathed his clothes to a museum.

THE MURDER TRIAL. 

Another Day Occupied In Hearing Evidence 
—But Little New Elicited. 

The Rathdown muider trial occupied the 
attention of the Special AaBize court all yes- 
terduy, aud the evidtnee is not yet all in. 
Tho court-room wus crowded during tho 
greater part of the day, but there waa little 
of fresh interest in tho proceedings. Tho 
first two witnesses, Ed. Hooper, the cook, 
told how he had seen tho prisoner strike tho 
deceased in tho stomach, aud suspecting 
that the deceased had been stabbed he re- 
ported tho matter to the captain. "Fiji," 
a sailor who h-d shown the doad man, 
Jones, out of the forecastle after the stub- 
bing, suid he did not know that Jones was 
hurt when he had asked him tho way out. 
Jos. Pemberton, the curpenter, Hank- 
inaon, the sailmaker, William Smith, 
a sailor, and William Foster, tho 
first mate, gavo evidence relating to tho 
finding of Jones groaning on tho deck, and 
as to Francis being called to help bring him 
into i he forecastle Tho queationa put by 
the counael for the defence brought out that 
the witicesfeo could not make positive state- 
ments us to there having been wet blood 
upi'ii the knife supp sed to be the prisoner's, 
Iound soon utter toe stubbing; and also re- 
lated to the possibility of the stabbing hav- 
ing been done by someone else than tho ac- 
cused. 

Dr. Frank Hall, who attended tho deceas- 
ed at Sidnty, before his death, and mude 
the post mortem examination, gavo inter- 
esting evidence as to tho nature of the 
wounds, and also bearing upon tho blood 
that would naturally appear on the weapon 
inflicting tho wound. He Baid that when 
he ordered tho removal of Jones to town he 
believed that ho could not live, and waa 
likely to dio on tho wuy, but thero being a 
possibility of saving tho life ho had thought 
k beat to order the removal. 

Hon. A. N. Richarda, Q C., for the prose- 
cution, stated when Dr. Hall left tho box 
that he had no more evidenco to offer just 
then, but might in tho morning huve some 
medical testimony to put in bcuring upon 
tho condition of a knifo blado after making 
such a wound. He also wished to put in as 
evidonce the depositions taken at Sidney 
before Magistrate Macrao, und also tho 
statement made by the deceased. He mado 
the announcement now, as ho bolieved that 
counsel for the accused intended to resist 
tho putting in of tho depositions, and all 
concerned could havo opportunity for look- 
ing up authorities. 

Mr. VValW, counsel for tho prisoner, an- 
nounced his intention of opposing the put- 
ting in of the depositions mentioned, and 
named tho authorities ho would quote iu 
support of his contention. Ho would cull 
no now witnesses, but would require to re- 
call one or two who had been on the stand. 

His Lordship, at G p.m., adjourned tho 
court until 11 u.m. to-day, informing tho 
jury that it was a matter of necessity to 
commence at that late hour, owing to the 
time n quired to look up tho authorities 
bearing on tho cuse.

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BOARD OF TRADE. 

The Tariff Inqtrhy Under Discussion 
— The Board Not Disposed to 
Take Action. 



Outside Interest the Cold Storage 
Schemes-Piloirce Fees- 
New Members. 



Tho (jiiarterly m.ooting of tlio Kritish 
Columbia Hoard f Trade was hold yestor- 
day afternoon Id tho Board rooms, the presi- 
dent, A , (j. Flumerfelt, in tho chair, and 
*nfl following also wero present : Robert 
Ward, E. G. Prior, M.P., Joshua Davies, 
T. S. Futoher, Aid. D. R. Harris, J. Sehl, 
F. H. Worlook, Dr. 0. R. Milne, M.P.P., 
A. B. Gray, John Teague, F. B, Orcgory, 
T. B. Hall, W. Bone, D. R. Kor, R. 
Krskine, M. Miller, Jus. Hutchcson, H. F. 
Hcistorman and C. E, Renouf. 

A letter from Isaac II irris, president of 
the Union Ice company, of Taeoma, stated 
that they hud for some years been en- 
deavoring to secure encouragement for tho 
erection of a cold storugo warehouse in Vic- 
toria, but had failed to do so. Sinco the 
Board of Trade wero taking tho matter up, 
they now offund to taken largo block of 
the stock in tho proposed company, and 
they asked the Board to communicate with 
them as to any action to be taken. 

Lettera from Collins & Gluzier, of Now 
Westminster, and Vigo & Gauuin, of Vun'' 
couver, offered to provide storage plants if 
required. 

Tho Canada Paint Co. wrote transmitting 
lottors from the Standard Oil company, ac 
Portland and Tacoma, stating that it had 
been found impossible to ship benzine to 
order by tho Haytion Republic, as that ves- 
sel had decided not to go to Victoria 
account of the heavy pilotage charges for 
entering. 

Robert Ward said this statement about 
pilotngo dues was (imply absurd, as on 
steamers at least, especially sinco tho last 
reduction, they wero exceedingly low. No 
doubt it was difficult to send benzine here 
on account of the objection to taking it on 
passenger steamers. 

Joshua Davies moved that the letter bo 
referred to tho Pilotngo commissioners to 
answer. Ho and other members who spoke 
on tho subject suggested that thero might 
be some other reason why the Haytieu Re- 
public did not etime to Victoria. 

Presents of a General Book of Commerce, 
in Japan, from tho Japanese Consul at 
Winnipeg ; and of nine volumes of tho In- 
surance Monitor from Foster Macguru, were 
acknowledged with thanks to the donors. 

D. R. Ker, from tho committee appointod 
to co-operate with Mr. McKilligan on the 
cold storage Bchemc, asked an extension of 
time for reporting. Granted. 

T. B. Hall moved the following resolu- 
tion, of which he had given notice, seconded 
by Robt. Ward: " That there be udded to 
the by- laws, Section VIII., Clause (f)— The 
Council when they deem it desirabie may 
place on a list of honorary membership per- 
sons who are not residents in British 
Columbia, such honorary membership to 
cease should the parties concerned become 
v permanently settled in tho province. Any 
person whether resident in or absent from 
tho province, may on receiving a unani- 
mous voto at a general meeting, be elected 
an honorary member." 

This was adopted. 

T. B. Hall then moved, seconded by F. 
H. Worlock, that H. C. Beeton, the agent 
general of the province in London, ling., be 
appointed an honorary member of tho board, 
in accordance with the resolution just passed. 
Tho mover dwelt upon the many services Mr. 
Beeton had rendered in supplying informa- 
tion and otherwise. Carried unanimously. 

Robert Ward moved, in tho temporary 
absence of C. E. Renouf, iu whose name the 
motion stood, that there bo added to the 
list of atanding committees: "Section XII 
clause (c), Agriculture and Foreatry, to con- 
sist of three." 

The mover said he had no doubt such a 
committee had been omitted through over; 
Bight. He thought it not out of placo to 
eay here that it would be well if the commit- 
tees would take more interest in their func- 
tions. 

Joshua Davies seconded the resolution 
which was adopted. 

THE TARIFF INQUIRY. 

E. G. Prior, M.P., called the attention of 
tho board to the fact that in a little time 
two Dominion Ministers, Hon. Messrs. Fes- 
ter and Angers, would pay a visit to Vic- 
toria, the Bpecial object of tho Minister of 
Finance's visit being to collect information 
bearing upon the tariff. Not as a political 
effort in the interest of tho Minister, but lis 
a matter of duty in the interest of tho com- 
munity, he wished to urge upon the board 
tho advisability of taking steps to present 
tho evidence called for. He thought it would 
be a good thing for tho board to appoint a 
committee to look into the matter and pre- 
pare a report, and ho had no doubt that Mr. 
Foster would be glad to meet the board. 

Thomas B. Hall Baid it appeared that 
thero was only 0110 board of trade in Canada 
taking up the matter of tariff inquiry, that 
being at Winnipeg. He thought it would 
bo better to leave the business to individual 
effort than for the board to interfere. 

F. H. Worlock thought thut after the 
communications of tho board with the Min- 
ister of Commerce respecting Australian 
trade, they should interest themselves as a 
body in this other matter which had a 
material bearing on outsido trade. 

Mr. Prior Baid thero were without doubt 
certain parts of tho tariff which boru hard 
on British Columbia, and whila it was not 
to bo expected that tho tariff would be re- 
arranged to suit this Province at the ex- 
pem;e of the others, it seemed to him that 
good might result if tho Board of Trade 
would take steps to enlighten tho Minister 
as to tho exact facts. Ho thought tho 
bo&i'd was for just BUoh work as that. There 
was no politics iu connection with tho mut- 
ter; all persons, Conservative or Liberal, 
should come forward if they had any sugges- 
tions to offer. 

T. B. Hall said tho board wero not all of 
ono mind, and tho trouble Was that any- 
thing promulgated by such a cotnmitteo us 
proposed would have a certain amount of 
authority. 

F. B. Gregory agreed with Mr. Hall. If 
a committee presented a report, tho Minis- 
ter could cite it us tho opinion of the Board 
as a whole. 

Robert Ward looked upon the Board as 
tho representative of every class in tho 
Province, and ho considered that any full 
expression on thoir part should have great 
weight with any minister, as to how the 
tariff uffcols tho Province. Ho felt difli- 
dent about proposing any action only be- 
cause thero was nothing but a vague state- 
ment as to tho Minister's coming at all. If 
ho was coming, he thought tho board should 
form u good representative committee to 
take up the question, which should be con- 
sidered altogether upart from politics. Ho 
suggested that tho President should tole- 
graph to Mr. Foster to gnd out his inten- 
tions and wishes. Unfortunatoly tho 



Ministers who from time to time had visited 
this city had gone away in a tremendous 
hurry, and nineteen out ot twenty of these 
visits were without good results. He hoped 
that Mr. Foster would stuy long enough. 
The fact that Victoria contributes u million 
dollars a year in customs duties shows tho 
importaucu of the tariff to this city. 

Tho President said that when tho Minis- 
ter went to Montreal, he invited represent- 
atives of tho different classes of business to 
meet him at different times. 

Mr. Prior, M.P, — At Toronto the Board of 
Trade took tho matter up. 

Dr. G. T,. Milne, M.P. P., did not want to 
see tho Minister invited in any way by the 
board, because' he did not think that they 
should endorse Mr. Foster any ty.^ra tbau 
Mr, Laurier, The Ministor could not got 
tho vlewa of this country by coming beforo 
tho Board of Trade, as ho should get tho 
views of the consumers us well as of the 
merchants. It would not bo well to appoint 
a committee, because committees are vory 
often biased. 

Robert Ward — All I want is for tho Min- 
ister to got tho general opinion. 

Mr. Prior, M.P. P., said, of course the 
Minister should consult the consumer as well 
as the merchant, but that was no reason why 
ho should not hear from an organized body 
of business men. Ho might mention, sinco 
notices had been mentioned, that ho brought 
this matter up at tho n quest ot a member 
of tho council, who had asked him to do so 
sinco coming to tho meeting. 

Jacob Sehl suggested that the Board room 
should bo placed at tho Minister's disposal, 
for tho purpose of meeting all who wished 
to lay their viows beforo him. 

D. R. Ker said that when this tariff in- 
quiry was first mooted it was reported that 
tho Minister would like to meet as many 
pcrBous us possiblo in private. For bis part, 
there wero several matters ho desired to 
bring up, which he would certainly not state 
at a public meeting. 

The matter then dropped, without action. 

Three new members wero then proposed 
and duly elected : Heibsrt Cuthbert, Robt. 
Cassidy, and W. J. Taylor. Notice was 
given of tho intention to amend tho provis- 
ion relative to the transfer of membership 
of representatives of incorporated companies 
so as to include railway companies in the 
list. 

Tho meeting then adjourned. 



WORLD'S FAIR. 

Congress of Patents and Trndo llurks— 
Rivalry Among the Brewers. 

Chicago, Oct. 6. — Tho attendance at tho 
world's congress of patents and trado marks 
showed a falling oil' to-day. At the morn- 
ing session ex-Congressman Jas. Buohanan, 
Now Jersoy, addressed tho congress upon 
needed changes in tho patent laws, and 
Prof. Wm. C. Robinson, of Yale University, 
emphasized strongly the necessity for con- 
aorvatism in tho administration of tho 
patent laws. Among tho other speakers 
was J. L. Roone, of California, who dwelt 
upon tho legal position of patented property. 

Tho rivalry among tho brewers to obtain 
medals at tho exposition is causing a lively 
war. Attempts ird being made, it is said, 
to influence the judge. Tho big brewerB, it 
is alleged, aro willing to expend $250,000 in 
securing medals for their products.

THE II YPOORl TIG A L ORGAN. 

The Times says it would like to aeo tho 
Provincial Government succeed in getting 
from the Dominion tho e'ghty cents a head 
for the inhabitants of the Province who ate 
nob included in tho Dominion census, but 
from its tone we are forced to conclude that 
it would be greatly disappointed if they 
succeeded iu getting the money to which 
the Province is clearly entitled. It. cunnot 
decently oppose tho efforts of the Govern 
ment to got this money, but it does what it 
cm to throw cold water on the attempt. It 
acts in tho way that the enemies of a eai 
which they do not liko but dare not opposo, 
invariably act. It stands idly by and pro 
dicta defeat. Why does it not show its sin- 
cerity by actively assisting the Government 
to obtain what it knows, but is too urtful to 
admit, is honestly due the Province? It 
may not bo able to do a great deal, but it 
can do a little. Why does it not do that 
little? The answer is plain. It does not 
want tho Government to succeed. It 
would not like to ese the Provincial Govern- 
ment get tho credit of having obtained for 
tho pcoplo a very considerable annual in- 
crease to tho subsidy, and it has no desire 
to see tho Dominion Government strengthen 
ing itself in the Province by acceding to a 
demand which is clearly just and reason- 
able. 

These conclusions cannot be said to bo un- 
charitable for they are warranted by the 
factious spirit which our contemporary bus 
invariably displayed. It has alwuys pre- 
ferred what it considers the interests of tho 
contemptible little faction of which it is the 
organ to those of either the province or the 
city. 

Our contemporary, though it professes to 
vrhh tho Government success in this matter, 
does not c immit itself so fur as to admit 
that their claim is valid and that their 
contention is reasonable It makes a par 
tial statement of the Province's case, with 
out pronouncing an opinion one way or the 
other, and thon leads its readers to conclude 
tlut the Dominion Government, having the 
power to refuse tho demand of the Province, 
will do so, without paying the least a'.tcn- 
tion to tho grounds on which it is based. 
I'. says ; " Ab we have Baid all along, we 
should like to see the Provincial Govern 
ment succeed in this matter, but we cannot 
blind ourselves to tho facta, as tho organs 
seem to ha/e done. The simplo fact seemB 
to bo that success is entirely dependent on 
the goodwill of the Ottawa Government, 
and thoio ia not tho slightest indication, bo 
fir, of that goodwill." 

Who ia there so simple aa to believo in 
tho sincerity of good wishes expressed in 
this way ? It requires but littlo penotra 
tion to boo that they aro tho enunciation of 
hostility very thinly veiled. 

Wo differ from the Times on this as we 
do on m iny other subjects. Wo believe 
that the Dominion authorities will enquire 
into this niattor with a Bincero deairo of 
arriving at the truth, and with tho inten- 
tion of doing tho Provinco full justice if 
they find — as thoy will find — it has right 
and reason on its Bide. 



NOT BEWAILING. 

The Nowa-Advortiaor, with its usual dis 
regard of truth, assorted that tho " Colo- 
nist bewails the fact that Messrs. Brown 
and Kitchen havo been camping on I'rem- 
ior Davie's trail." It is not true that thoro 
was any bowailing on our part. Tho fact 
was wo wero rather pleased than otherwiso 
to hoar of tho two Now Westminster braves 
being on the war path. Wo knew thut tho 
Premier is a first-class fighter, and that the 
bunkum of tho secessionist orators would 
fall harmloss, when Mr. Divio waa present 
to oxposo its omptiness and its untruthful- 
ness. Wo havo a notion that in a squaro 
stand-up fight, as thero ia at the joint meet- 
ings such aa our Opposition cnntempnrariea 
favor, Mr. Davio and his colleagues and 
supporters are not likely to como off second 
best. Besides, wo looked upon tho fact that 
two of tho warriors of the Opposition, fully 
armed, had beon sont on tho Premior'a trail 
as a compliment to his prowess. Ho had 
mat ono of thorn among the Cariboo moun- 



tains, and, as the result of that one'a ex- 
perience, two wore sent to meet him when 
it was found he had started for Clinton. 
Wo expoot to hoar when ho sets out on his 
next expedition to tho country ho will be 
followed by at least half a dozen Opposition 
warriors, fully accoutred and terribly 
painted. 

Tho Nows-Advertisor Beoms half ushamed 
of its advocacy, such aa it is, of political 
pri/.j lights. It haa to admit thut thoy havo 
become obsolete in older couutrioB, which 
have bad a longer experiouco in political 
warfare, but it seems to think that becauso 
tho country districts of this Provinco are 
thinly peopled they will havo to ho continu- 
ed in it somo time longer. We are far from ad- 
mitting that meetings which have been found 
unauited to tho atato of civilization at which 
tho other Provinces have arrived aro good 
enough for British Columbiana. We be- 
liove that in this Province, in the country 
as well as in tho towns, it ia better from 
every point ot view that each party 
should hold its own meetings, and that 
when joint meetings ure held it should bo by 
agreement 

Our contemporary seems to havo a notion 
that there should bo a graduated scale of 
courtesy and civiliiy. It believes that it is 
all right to treut Lauricr and Thompson and 
Gladstone and Salisbury with consideration 
and courtesy, but it lsquite a different thing 
when Premier Divio and others in this 
provinco aro to be dealt with. It does not 
go into particulars, but it appears to have 
invented a kind of Snob's Code, under 
which attention and civility aro to bo 
meted out, according to rank and other 
claims, real and imugioery, to consideration. 
We trust that it will publish its sow code 
in full, so that people will know exactly 
how to rogulato their civilities. The old 
notion that a gentleman possesses too much 
self-respect to bo boorish or discourteous to 
any one, high or low, gentle or simple 
Beoms to have been loHt sight of by our con 
temporary. According to tho good old rule 
of good manners, if it is discourteous to in 
trade upon Mr. Lmrior's or Sir John Thonip 
son's meetings, to say nothing of Mr. Glad 
atone'a or Lord Salisbury's, it is equally dis- 
courteous to intrude upon those held by Mr 
Davie. 



In fact they cannot, in tho ordinary seneo 
be called counterfeit coin, which aro either 
composed of somo base motal or contain a 
a very largo proportion of ulloy. As a very 
handaomo proSt can, at tho present markot 
price of pure silver, bo made by thia kind of 
counterfeiting in tho United States, it is a 
littlo surprising that it haa nob been dis- 
covered before bbis that it ia being coined on 
a largo acalo. It is quite possible that a con- 
siderable proportion of tho silver coin cur- 
rent in the United States is manufactured 
in this way. It would, as wo havo ulrcady 
hinted, lw very hard to distinguish between 
the counterfeit coin and that which is 
genuine. ■ 



IN EX G USA B L E. 



Wo were somewhat surprised to learn 
that a policeman presented himself a day or 
two ago at one of tho public schools and 
compelled the boya to surrender their cata 
pults and to show him their j ick-kuivcs 
Wo Bhould liko to know under whose in- 
structions that policeman waa acting and 
what warrant ho had for doing as ho did. 

Wo aro not surprised that tho parents of 
the boys aro iudignant at tho policeman's 
proceedings. Ha had no right to interrupt 
tho business of tho school to make any en 
quiries without duo authority. The teacher 
was tho proper person to apply to, if it waa 
suspected that the boya wero using cata 
pults and hid them in their pockets. Tho 
pupila aro, during school hours, under his 
charge, aud no one has any right to inter 
fero with his authority. Compelling tho 
boya to prorluco their jiok-knivea was 
tin indignity for which thero can 
bo no excuse. Catapults aro contralund 
A boy has no right to havo one, but a jack- 
knife is lawful property which every boy 
who iB not an idiot has a right to possess. 
Tho constable haB no moro right to compel 
a boy to show hia jackknifo, becauso jack- 
knives havo been atolen from somebody's 
shop, thau he has to compel a man ho meets 
on the street, to show him the contents of 
his wallet becauso money oapablo of 
identification has been loat or stolen. 

Tho intrusion of a policeman in a school 
room, except under very unueual circum- 
atancea, ia inexcusable. Tho interruption 
produces excitement which must make work 
for tho rest of tho day impossiblo ; and to 
aubjoat a boy against whom thero is no 
charge and who is above suspicion to search, 
is an indignity which any parent ia quite 
justi6ed in resenting. ThatconBtablo should 
be called strictly to account, and those who 
guve him authority — if be had authority — 
to make a raid on a school, should bo re- 
quired to give a reason for authorising u 
proceeding in every way so extraordinary. 

THE SA 7 AGE MOORS. 

If the Spaniards teach tho Moors a lesson 
in civilizition which they will remember 
and profit by they will do the world good 
service. Tho Moors have been for ages sav- 
age, cruel and treacherous. Their contact 
with, civilization Beems bo have done them 
no good. They are most difficult to deul 
with and they aro not to bo depended upon 
from ono day to another. They appear 
bo the most intolerant bigots on the fuco of 
the earth. They aro Mabommedans of the 
fiercest type. They hato and despise Chris 
tiana and they lake no trouble to conceal 
their feelings. Thero seems to havo been 
no exouse for their attack on the Spaniards. 
If it had nob been for the desperate bravery 
with which they resisted the repeated at- 
tacks of the Moors, every one of them would 
havo been massacred. It ia, therefore, not 
surprising that the Spaniards aro exuspor 
ated and that they aro determined to show 
tho Mooro that they oaurfct bo wontonly aa 
sailed with impunity. If they givo tho 
savago fanatics a sound drubbing thoy will 
confer a great benefit on tho civilized world. 

COUNTERFEITING. 

A kind of counterfeiting is carried on in 
Venezuela which, at tho proseut time, 
would be vory profitsblo in tho United 
Statea. Tho counterfeiters buy puro silver 
at ita muikot price, and thon convert it into 
tho current coin of tho Republic. By this 
operation they mako a profit of forty per 
cent, or bo— less thu labor of converting the 
silver into coin, which cannot bo vory great. 
Tho counterfeit coin cannot bo easily discov- 
ered, as the 8ilvor in bhem is of procisoly tho 
same quality us that in tho Government coin.

The funeral is to tako placo to- 
morrow afternoon at 2 o'clock, from the 
homo of the bereaved parents. 

Catapults make quite a conspicuous 
showing in the offico of tho Superintendent 
of Police, a collection of aluut fifty having 
been secured with tho help of the teachers 
on a recent visit paid by Sergeant Hiwton 
to the Central school. Tho weapons are of 
all shapes, sires and calibres, from models 
of tho ancient sling used by David in his 
famous combat with Goliath to miniature 
catapults with skilfully bent hairpins for 
the bases and handles. Chief Sheppard has 
Bent in a report to the Police Commissioners 
answering the complaint made by a citizen 
whose children attend tho Central school 
and stating that Sergeant Hawton did not 
exceed his duty as an energetic officer of 
tho law, and did not put any indignity 
upon the school boys. 



Saanioii Limb Co. v. McDowell. This 

is a case in which the plaintiffs claim for a 
quantity of lime delivered to the defendant, 
at Vancouver, during the years of 1888 and 
1889. The account is disputed as to several 
items, tho defendant claiming that he is en- 
titled to credit for certain empty barrels re- 
turned, und that ho has beon overcharged 
with reference to various consignments of 
limo, particularly for ono item of 125 bar- 
rels which ho alleges ho never received. Tho 
caso was partly heard yesterday boforo Mr. 
Justico Drake, without a jury, but was ad- 
journed to Vancouver, in order to take tho 
evidenco of a witness who is to be produced 
there on behalf of tho plaintiffs. Mr. 
Ernest V. Hod well appeared for tho plain- 
tiff, and Mr. Hamilton, of Hummcrsley & 
Hamilton, for tho defendant. 

The arrest of Baggageman Earle, of the 
City of Kingston, and tho confiscation 
of forty pounds of opium found in a trunk 
belonging to him arc causing a mild sensa- 
tion over tho Sound by reason of tho meth- 
ods udopted by Inspector Lnftus, upon 
whose information tho proceedings wero 
taken. LoftuB it appears pretended to ac- 
^u'ese in a scheme for tho daily shipment of 
certain quantities of tho drug from Victoria 
to Seattle, his part being simply to see 
nothing knd colloot his share. Tho first 
shipment under this urrangemont was made 
T-<feaday and tho opium ring wero given 
^'what is technically describod as the "double 
f ci'obb." At tho samo timo it is said Iobs 
prominent speculators, believing that tho 
authorities would bo Ions alert immediately 
aftor showing their hand, Bhipped over 370 
pounds in one trunk which wont through to 
its destination unchallenged. Earlo's arrcBt 
was made Tuesday, tho big shipment was 



made Wednesday, and on Thursday the 
bold smugglers raked in tho profits — over 
$2,000. 



SPECIMENS of quartz brought to this city 
yesterday from Alberni by William Ether- 
idgo and Thomas Hennesoy, havo a do- 
cidedly attractivo appearance, tho gold 
being present in spooks easily visible to tho 
naked eye. Tho gentlemen named aro in- 
terested with Henry Saunders in tho 
Golden Eagle extension at China creek. 
Tunnelling in from tho small shaft sunk 
they found tho ledge gradually widen out, 
tho prospect being highly oneouraging. Tho 
ore will, it is said, average about $100 a 
ton. 



Michael Flvnn, although not yet 20 
years of age, is establishing for himself a 
very bad record. A month or so ago ho was 
charged with supplying intoxicants to In- 
dians and escaped punishment, not beciuse 
bo was innocent but because tho necessary 
witnesses could not be found. On Thursday 
bo was sentenced to two mouth's imprison- 
ment, for assaulting an inoffensive Chinaman 
and yesterday ho was in the dock again, the 
charge being that of supplying liquor to 
Indians. A conviction was secured and 
three months' imprisonment imposed, the 
sentence to commence at tho expiration of 
the two mouths.

Victoria West and at St. Paul's, 
Esquimalt, Both linve been very prettily 
decorated and appropriate music will be 
made a feature of the services. Tho preach- 
ers this evening will be Rev. C. E. Shirpe 
at St. Saviour's and Rev J. li Hewstson at 
St. Luke's. To-morrow Rav. Canon Bean- 
lands will be the preacher at morning ser- 
vico in St. Luke's, the evening sermon being 
by the pastor, Rev. S. C. Sclioleticld. Rev. 
Canon Paddon occupies tho pulpit of St. 
Saviour's on Sunday morning, tho Lord 
liishop conducting tho evening survieas and 
also administering i lie rite of continuation. 

The mystery connected with the dia 
appearance of E 1). Macnaughton, of this 
city, and Ted Day kin, son of tho light- 
keeper at Carmanah Point, iB in no way 
cleared away by tho latest news from the 
Bceno of tho supposed drowning. Although 
neither body has yet been fouud, a pair of 
overalla und a hat identified us Mucuaugh 
ton'j have been picked up on tho beach be- 
tween tho mouth of tho Nitinat and Car- 
manah, corroborating tho theory that the 
men were washed out of their boat by u 
heavy sea. On tho other hand, suspicion 
has been directed to certain Indians living 
in the neighborhood, who, it is suid, bore 
Macnaughton ill-will on account of bis 
having iu his capacity of dotectivo recovered 
certuin gooda they had stolon from the 
wreck of tho Bteamer Michigan. It is possi 
ble that au investigation into all the circum- 
stances of tho case may bo askod for. 



IN MASHONALAND. 

Serious Fighting Between British 
Troops and the Matabeles— Appre- 
hensions as to Outcome, 



Stronp; Reinforcements Sent to Fort 
Victoria— The Natives Well 
Armed. 



London, Oct. C. — Important cypher dis- 
patches from Mashonuland have reached tho 
Colonial office. Ic is surmised that serious 
fighting hu8 occurred between tho British 
and the Mataboles. People in London who 
havo relatives or friends in Mashonaland, 
either as settlerB or in the employ of the 
British South African company, are very 
anxious rcg irding their safety. They fear 
that tho force sent out by the company to 
drive tho invading Matubelea from Mashona- 
land has met with disaster, and that 
the warlike natives will ravago and kill 
throughout the territory. It is not gener- 
ally believed, however, that even if this 
turns out to be the case, tho Bottlers will bo 
iu danget; of their lives Shortly after tho 
troublo broke out the settlers, fearing raitls 
by the Matubelea, loaded their families into 
wagons und sought the security of the forts 
of the company. The principal of these 
forts, Fort Victoriu, has been prepared for 
an atlajk by tho natives. It contains 
u largo supply of food und am- 
munition, and is believed to be in 
every way quulilietl to hold out against a 
long siege. Tho settlers all huve their arms 
with them, und the armament of the fort 
comprises several rapid tiring guns that 
would work havoc in the ranks of the nativo 
enemy. Strong reinforcements of men unci 
horses recently arrived at Fort Victoria. It 
is the habit of the Matubelea to make their 
attacks at the new moon. That ovont ia 
about dtle-now, and it may be they have 
commenced their long threatened warfare. 
They aro well armed. 

The storo 00 Government street, whore 
tho auction sale of drapery is being con- 
ducted, is proving itself not large enough 
to hold tho crowds thut collect ufternoon 
and evening to guther in tho bargains. 
Yesterday tho crowd oxtended into the 
street, and largely evinced their desiro to 
havo some of the good things. Tho chanco 
to secure goods of tho very host quality 
and of tho claaees thut you uro in need of 
every day, at your own prices, is consid- 
ered too good to lose, und as to-duy is 
probably tho lust day thoso who wish to 
tako advantage of it h*vo no time to

Even 
tho name of tho suspended bank will be 
dropped. The legd steps, tranferenco of 
papors, etc., will hi taken next week. 

Mexican Miners l'iulil. 

EsoALON, Mexico, Oct. — News received 
yesterday from Sierra Mojade mining camp 
states that a conflict occurred thero on Wed- 
nesday between riotous miners and tho po- 
lice, tho utfray resulting in three miners and 
ono policeman being killed und severul on 
both tides being wounded. The c^uso of 
tho troublo is not known.

While Heine Bored — Those Who Lie For 
Politeness— Business Men Called us Wit- 
nesses — Sharp Prone of n l'oet.

EOPLE who have had tho 
advantages of wealth and 
culture, but who aro not 
born with tact, often say 
and do tilings which aro 
wearing and jarring to tho 
nerves of the naturally tasteful person. 

Over and over again yon and I have 
had some one with whom wo wero con- 
versing pause suddenly in the midst of a 
narrative and say, "Ihopelam not bor- 
ing you with this story'.'" or, "Perhaps 
you are not interested in this?" or, "Ihopo 
I do not weary you'-" 

Now, however bored wo may be, wo 
aro obliged out of conventional polite- 
ness to reply to this idiotic question 
with a still more idiotic, "Oh, no, I as- 
sure you," uttered with great animation 
and impressiveness, or, "I beg you to 
continue; I am deeply interested." Any 
other reply would he an insult which 
would never bo forgiven by the ques- 
tioned. He would be startled beyond ex- 
pression were wo to say: "Yes, I am tired 
of listening {<> you. Your story boresme 
horribly." He knows we will assure him 
of our pleasure in having him continue. 
Then why does he go through the plati- 
tude of asking such a foolish question? 

It is senseless and embarrassing. Tho 
tactful-person knows when he ceases to 
interest his listener and adroitly hastens 
the climax of his story. Tho moment 
the slightest inattention is observed in 
one to whom we aro talking we should 
havo discretion enough to bring tho 
conversation to a graceful close, unless 
our listener insists upon its continuation. 

Another similar act of stupidity, and 
of even more frequent occurrence, is to 
break in upon a tete-a-tete of t wo persons 
with your presence and tho remark, "I 
bopo I am not interrupting you," or "I 
hopo I am not de trop." You know, how- 
ever unwelcome your presence may be, 
that these people will politely lio to you 
and tell you you aro welcome. If it is 
necessary for you to interrupt a tete-a- 
tete, ns it may bo under somo circum- 
stances, make known your business nnd 
getdono with it, but if it is not necessary 
wait until you aro asked by both parties 
to join them, then you will bo sure you 
aro not unwelcome. But if you aro de- 
termined to make tho duet a trio, don't 
add to your possible disagreeableness by 
a useless and foolish question which 
forces two people to tell you an untruth. 

If you are admitted to the presenco of 
a professional or business person whom 
you know to be burdened with affairs, 
do not begin your call by saying: "I 
hope you aro not busy. I am always 
afraid of taking your time. I am very 
sensitive about intruding upon the pre- 
cious hours of a person like you." 

This forces your host to say, "Oh, no; 
I am quite at your disposal; I am very 
glad to see you," and all that sort of 
thing, which has moro or less truth in 
it, but which if stripped of politeness 
would stand forth in naked truth like 
this: 

"I am at liberty to give you a few mo- 
ments, but make your call short and to 
the point. If it is business, get at it and 
through with it. If it is social, he as 
agreeable as you can in as short a space 
of time as possible. Short calls and 
speedy exits make enduring friendships." 

I know a business man whose desk is 
in tho room which opens from a public 
hall in a large building on Union square, 
New York. This gentleman has hun- 
dreds of employees and is distracted 
with all tho numerous anxieties of a 
growing business. But his friends and 
acquaintances from all parts of the 
world, from adjoining towns and, cities 
and from country places, are like moths, 
gnawing his precious time into rags by 
their prolonged calls. Ho cannot escape 
them because of tho exposed situation of 
his office, and out of every ten callers 
nine enter bis presenco saying, "I hope I 
do not interrupt you, but I was near 
your office, and I thought I would drop 
in and seo you a moment." 

Ah, if it wero hut "a moment," how 
pleasantly that moment would brighten 
up the day! But the moment became 
half an hour, and although tho caller 
sees messenger boys and clerics standing 
in line before his friend awaiting his or- 
ders he smiles politely and reiterates his 
senseless speech, "1 hope I am not tak- 
ing too much of your time," and the tor- 
tured man, longing to cry out, "Yes, you 
an; driving mo distracted by. compelling 
mo to neglect pressing duties," feels 
obliged for old friendship's sako to smile 
and say: 

"Oh, no, I assure you. Keep your seat. 
I will return in a minute." 

If each caller on a busy person could 
realize that he is but 0110 of scores — that 
his interruption is one of many which 
break time into useless remnants — all 
tho annoyance and trouble would bo 
saved. 

Tho busy or professional person may 
bo strongly social by nature and deeply 
attached to his friends. Ho cannot bear 
to wound them by a brusque or severe 
manner or refuse to seo them, utterly, 
but all bis pleasure in their society is 
ruined by their lack of thought on this 
matter and their senseless speeches, 
which drive him into tho utterance of 
meaningless platitudes. 

It may bo impossible for you to seo 
your friend during his leisure hours. 
You may live at a distaneo and find 



yourself near Ilia business ofiieo during 
business hours. To refrain from calling 
and renewing old ties, for fear of dis- 
turbing him, would bo foolish and un- 
kind. Ho would be wounded should he 
know you had done this. Lifo is too 
short and friendship too precious to neg- 
lect such occasions. But for tho sako of 
that friendship and in tho name of com- 
mon sense, let mo beg of you to avoid the 
foolish phrases I havo quoted when you 
call, and to make your call brief and 
spirited and bring it to a pleasant climax 
Without lingering farewells or doorway 
loitering. Explain its brevity by your 
own lack of time. This saves your friend 
all embarrassment, makes your exit 
graceful and leaves an agreeable mem- 
ory for biith.

AN IMPEACHED MINISTER. 



Ho Is Accused Of llavlnpr Attended a The- 
atrical Performance And Of Pub- 
lishing His Impressions. 

St Paul, Oct. (i. —A sensation has been 
caused hero by thy preferring of charges he- 
foro tho Methodist Conference in Minne- 
apolis against Hev. Thomas McCleary, D.D.. 
paator of tho Bates avenuo Methodist 
ahuroh. The charges originated with Rov. 
Mr. Pilling. Br. McCleary in accused of 
having attended a performance cf "America" 
at the World'a Fair, and of having published 
his experiences and impressions in tho 
Methodist Herald. In his letter to tho 
newspaper Br. McCleary saya the show on 
tho whole waa pleasing, although Homo parta 
of it, particularly tho clioruB girls und tho 
dancing sliockoJ him. He, however, con- 
sidered tho amusement harmless. Rev. Mr. 
Pilling takes a different view of tho matter. 
In his accusations ho saya tho theatre is a 
place wlioro ono loaes hia virtuo, conBciouco, 
self control and gruoo, and ho says that Br. 
McCleary's offence has no redeeming feat- 
urea. Mr. Pilling also scolds tho Herald for 
printing Br. McCleary's description. In a 
letter to tho editor he «ayB : — 

" I am astonished that you would print 
an article written by a minister of our 
cliuich describing a badet show and play, 
and also advising tho people to go in the 
words, 1 The beat of them annually attend.' 
B, is a disgrace to the Motlic dist Herald, 
tho church and the Rev. Thomas McCleary. 
You aro not responsible for Iii3 viows, but 
you aro responsible for allowing such an 
article to go in. Tho question is not an 
open one ; it is unlawful for a minister or a 
member to attend any play or theatre, no 
mutter how little they think of their solemn 
promises to the chinch of (Jod. Unless you 
make somo statement in your next issue 
deploring this article and putting your paper 
right, I bball ubo my Itifluenoe to try to 
have every copy of tbe Methodist Herald 
stopped in my neighborhood. I am against 
the theatre in every form and shape. I am 
trying to got all t.lio people I come in con- 
tact with to keep from it, but Una article is 
directly against my iidinencu aud tho law of 
the church. " 

Methodists are taking sides in the mat- 
ter, and should any sovero sentence bo im- 
posed on Br. McCleary a split in tho church 
ia predicted.

Lively. 



Bradstrpet's ami Dim's Weekly Com- 
mercial Reviews— Bat Little 
Increase in Confidence. 



Np.w Yokk, Oct. 6, — Lackawanna was 
tho special feature of the stock market to- 
day. The stock opened at 117, receded to 
146j£i and then by eusy stages advanced to 
157. N*lurally the rise caused a good deal 
of comment and a number of theories were 
put out to uccount for tho rise. So far as 
can bo learned the real reason for the spurt 
was that a Wall Street house oud a small 
oxohange operator who made a great doul of 
money by the collapse of Cordage have been 
caught, short of the market and a number ot 
traders took advantage of tho scarcity of 
stock to squeeze theao " boors." It is said 
that there is still a Urge outstanding inter- 
est in the specialty. Anthracite coalers 
were also stronger, Jersoy Central 
rising 4 to 111, aud Reading 
; ,' to 19\. The general list was 
tirm throughout ; but the variations in 
prices were by no means wide. Tho market 
is favorably influenced by u belief that the 
Senato will take action on tho silver matter 
next week, steady retirement of clearing 
house loan certificates and the abundance of 
money ut low rates. Among the specialties 
Cordage was weak, falling 2$ to !20j. The 
markit closed firm. The sales were 90, 551) 
shares Closing bids, Canadian Sou t her u, 
4o.i; Canadian Pacific, 74J; Central Pacific, 
'20; Brie, 142; Wells Fargo & Co., 130; 
Great Northern, preferred, 110; Louisville

Bradat reel's to in now will say : Tho ex- 
ports of wheat and flour as wheat from both 
coasts of tin; United States and Cjnada 
this week, equal ,'{,1S ( J,0!)1 bushels, compared 
with 3.490.000 bushels last week, 4,017,000 
bushels In the came w>-ek last year, and 
3,058,000 buahels in 1891. The visible 
Supplies of wheat in tho United States and 
Canada increase but slowly, the total stock 
on October 1, 1S93, being 78,270 000 bushels, 
an incroaso of only 0,700,000 bushels on 
S J ptembcr, and an increase over October 1, 
1892, of 11,000,000 bushels. Tho grand 
total of American and European stocks on 
October 1, 1S93, was 158,190,000 bushels, a 
gain of only 9,000,000 bushels over 
September, but 27,000,000 in excess of Octo- 
ber, 1892. The September bank clearings 
reflect the check to trado in a total smaller 
than in any month for five years paBt and 
smaller than in any September since 1885 
The total clearings show a decreuse of 1A 
per cent from August's small total and 
decrease from last year of 30 per cent. The 
total cloaringa at 54 cities for the nine 
months of this year, shows a decrease from 
last year of 7 per cent. Tho clearings for 
the past weak aggregate a gain over last 
week of 10 per cent, but a decrease from 
last year of 30 per cent. There were 305 
failures in the United States against 192 in 
the corresponding week last year. Halifax 
advices are that stormy weather has pro- 
vailed throughout the Maritime provinces 
and has depressed trade. Tho potatoe crop 
on Prince (2d ward Island will bo good both 
in quantity and quality. Tho oat crop is 
abuudant. A satisfactory buainess is being 
done in wholesale lines at Toronto. Ttie 
movement of grain is slow for the season 
owing to low prices A fair amount of 
activity prevails at Montreal, but business 
is hardly up to the average. The fall trade 
has not opened us well as had been expected. 
The bank clearings at Montreal, Toronto, 
Hamilton and Halifax, this week, show a 
gain over laHt week of 11.7 per cent., but u 
decrease from last year of 22.7 per cent. 
There were 30 failures in Canada, against 
30 last week. 

R. G. Duu & Co. 's weekly review of trado 
says : It is difficult to detect any signs of 
improvement. While thero has been some 
addition to the number of manufacturing 
establishments and tho number of hands at 
work last week, it is becoming painfully 
clear that the orders obtained do not suffice 
to keep employed at full time even the 
limited forco at present engaged. The 
business transacted is still far below that of 
last year, in the volumo of railroad earn- 
ings tho decrease being 10 per cent., in 
spito of the laigo World's Fair business, 
and in payment through the principal clear- 
ing houses outside New York, the de- 
crease is 20 per cent. Reports from 
other cities disclose a distinct check 
in business. There is, on the whole, 
less activity mid less confidence regarding 
the future than there was a week ago, and 
this ia in many cases attributed to tho un- 
certainty regarding the monetary future, 
which the delay in tho Senato causes. 
While tho volume of all kinds of money in 
circulation has increased $21,377,247 during 
the month of September, and is now greater 
by almost $100,000,000 than it was at this 
time laat year, the embarrassment is now, us 
it has been all tho time, due to 
a lack of confidence rather than to a 
lack of currency. It ia observed that, while 
tho b»nk circulation increased in specie 
$5,052,317, the amount of bank notes in the 
treasury has increased $4,057,894, and 
several of the banks which took out addi- 
tional circulation have retired it and sold 
tho bonds depostced. The stock ot money 
in the New York banks has increased 
rapidly and the retirement of clearing house 
certificates here und at other citieB shows a 
great improvement in tho monetary situa- 
tion, yet there is but little increase per- 
ceived in that confidence upon which com- 
mercial or industrial loans mainly depend. 

EASTERN OYS I'ERS. 

Attempt to be Made to Propagate- Them In 
Pacific Coast Waters. 

South Bbkd, Oct. 5. — Marshal McDon- 
ald, accompanied by State Fish Commis- 
sioner James Crawford, is in tho city ufter a 
trip of investigation about Willapa bay with 
a view to transplanting and propagating 
Eastern oysters here. They met with tho 
oyster men at Bay Centre, and as a result of 
tho trip and consultation with tho oyster 
men Mr. McDonald is convinced of tho 
feasibility of tho scheme and has promised 
to ship here next spring oysters from Chesa- 
peake, bay, Long Island sound, and Wey- 
mouth, Mubb. He has designated tho places 
in the bay where they shall bo planted. 
Tho oyster men havo agreed to plant and 
euro for them without charge. Tho only 
possible obstacle, he suya, is tho low temper- 
ature of the water on this coast in summer 
as compared with that on tho Eastern coast. 
Ho bolieves, however, by transplanting 
them in sufflolently large bodios for tho 
spawn to become impregnated that tho 
Eistcrn oysters will becomo acclimated und 
spread. 



JUDGE KING PROMOTED. 

Sketch of the Latest Appointee to tho Supremo 
Court of the Dominion. 

Our Ottawa advices indicito that Mr. 
Justice King of tho Supreme Court of New 
UrunBwick has been designated the successor 
to the luto Judge Patterson on tho bench of 
tho Supremo Court of Canada. This ap 
pointment can be commended without ilia 
paragement to other members of the New 
Brunswick bench und bur whoso names have 
been mentioned in connection with the 
position. If Judge King ia promoted to the 
federal court that bench will not con- 
tain his equal in intellectual iorco, or his 
superior in tho grasp of legal and con- 
stitutional principles. Judgo King is 
more than an able lawyer. Ho is 
a scholar und an orator, who combines super- 
ior power of reasoning and wido knowledge 
of law as well as cognato subjects, with u 
gift of graceful, dignified and ofton eloquent 
expression. These are characteristics which 
do good service in many positions. They 
ni'deMr. King a strong political leader, as 
hn also had a turn lor statesmanship, some 
advanced ideas, a good reputation for hon- 
esty and sincerity, and in critical times 
showed a great determination. In public 
life he was a sufficiently strong partisan, as 
most effective public men are. But his 
appointment as a judgo brought 
to light his intrinsically judicial 
cast of mind. He has boon a fair 
and impartial judge, and his former oppon- 
ents will admit tho fact as readily, if not 
more freely than his warmest personal 
frieuda and those who wore formerly his 
closest political associates. E ghteen years 
ago tho New Hruuswick bsnah gave to tho 
Supreme court of Canada the ublest jurist 
who has yet been on tho federal lisnuh. 
There are strong grounds for believing that 
the prestige won for tho bench and bar of 
the province by the lato Chief Justice Sir 
William Ritchie will not bo lost through 
tho fuiluro of Judge King to maintain the 
high record of hid predecessor. — St. John 
Sun. 



SOUTHERN COERCION. 



Vig-oious Denunciation of the Terror 
izinp; of Colored 
Voters. 



Southern Democratic Politicians Do 
scribed as Murderers, 
'l hieves, Etc 

Washington, Ojl. 0. — In the IP. use of 

Representatives on Wednesday, during the 
debate on the Silver bill, Sweet of Idaho 
denounced Cleveland for his course on tho 
silver question, and said Audrew Johnaou 
was impeached for acts leas odious. Clove- 
land, ho udded, imagined himself dictator. 
Lane of Illinois maintained that armed 
men at the polls ahould be withdrawn now 
and forever. 

Murray, colored Republican from South 
Carolina, said : "HI owe allegiance to 
this Government, then tho Government 
which squeezes my life blood out in taxea 
owes protection to mo. Tho guardian of 
state sovereignty is again hovering about 
tho dome of the capitol. I submit that 
men armed with rifles and shotguns, who 
stand at the ballot-box to murder or ter- 
rorize us, to prevent ua from voting, are as 
much armed enemies of the United States 
aa an invading army." 

Just before the houao adjourned, Chair- 
man Fitch, of the committee reporting the 
bill, introduced a substitute which strikes 
out the section of the revised Btututes em- 
powering the military to keep peuos at the 
polls and repealing all laws regarding tho 
appointment of supervisors or deputy mar- 
shals. The substitute would leave in force 
the election laws relating to the punish- 
ment of private individuals for bribery, and 
also the declaratory principles of the Fif- 
teenth amendment. The Northern dem- 
ocrats, after an informal conference, deci- 
ded that tho Tucker bill was too sweeping 
und this substitute was formulated to meet 
the objections. 

Thursday on tho resumption of the dis- 
cussion Murray declared that no gambler or 
conjurer had ever devised moro pluns to de- 
fraud his victims than wero conducted by 
the Southern Democratic politicians to rob 
men of his race of their vote9. Ho applied 
Buch epithets as "murderers," "thieves" 
and " ballot box rupers " to Southern Demo- 
cratic politicians, and appealed eloquently 
to Northern Democrats, Western Populists 
and patriotic Republicans everywhere to re- 
sist passage of thia nefi./ious bill. Ho an- 
nounced that the bill was a step in the direc- 
tion of abrogation of the thirteenth, four- 
teenth and fifteenth amendments and 
called on tho people of his race to mark well 
every man who voted for this bill. " But 
oven if tho bill pusses I canuoc belicvo but 
tho good and philanthropic man in the 
White House is too humane to siriko down 
the legal walls that protect the black man." 

Russell, of Georgia, followed in advocacy 
of tho measure. In speaking of the decay 
of the Republican party and the speech of 
Murray, he said it was fitting that the 
requiem gun of the once great party should 
he fired by a son of Ham. 

Money, of Mississippi, the next speaker, 
devoted himself to a defense of his State. 
He said the Republicans misunderstood the 
situation in tho South because they knew 
no more about the A fro- Americans than t hey 
knew about the Kaffirs of South Africa.

New York, Oct. 6. — Tho second attempt 
in tho great contest for tho America's cup 
will bo made to-morrow, when Thursday's 
raco is to bo again started. The trial made 
yesterday was undoubtedly a victory for 
Lord Dunraven'a cutter. Though tho wind 
was neither steady nor strong enough to 
test tho relative merits of tho two typeB, 
there can bo no doubt iu tho minds of the 
unprejudiced obaerver that tho English 
skipper displayed far more skill in handling 
his craft than did tho skipper of tho Vigi- 
lant. Tho wind hud scarcely started the 
two yachts on thoir 15 milo journey before 
it died away almost to a calm. Then it be- 
camo a mere drifting match, for tho Bails of 
both boats hung limp and lifeleBB and tho 
great snow-white spinnaker of the English- 
man almost dragged in the water. What- 
ever air there was could not reach either 
yacht owing to tho numberless excursion 
boats which were crowding iu the way of 
the racers. The Valkyrie was the first to 
hang out a signal, " keep further astern," 
followed by the Vigilant with a more em- 
phatic demand to " keep oil." These re- 
quests had the desired i fleet, and us the 
attendant craft stood off tho racers seemed 
to go ahead u trillo faster. 

For tho tirst hour of tho raco thero was 
scarcely any perceptible change in the rela 
five positions of the two yachts. Tin 
Englishman did his best to crawl up in tin 
weather quarter of tho American and thua 
steal away hia wind. At 1:15 o'clock the 
wind began to haul to tho southward and 
westward, a..J tho Vigilant took in her 
spinnaker and jib topsail and seemed to lay 
to right iu the wind's eye. Tho Valkyrie 
hung on to her spinnaker, however, and 
rapidly overtook the Vigilant, passing her 
at 1:25, just two hours after tho start. 
While the Vigilant seemed to bo dead on 
the water, the Valkyrio hauled by the wind 
on tho starboard tack, Bet her jib aud sea 
sail and ahot ahead, steering to tho south- 
ward and westward. After losing almost a 
mile, tho American came up in the wind and 
headed after her English rival. This gain 
of tho Valkyrie was probably tho turning 
point of the race, and the seamanship dis- 
played on the American boat was lamentably 
poor. 

It took tho English boat 4 hours 12 min- 
utes and 20 seconds, and tho American 
4 houra H8 minutea and 40 second8 to mako 
the run of eight miles and tho close reach 
of seven. This is a difference of 20 min- 
utes and 20 seconds. If tho allowance of 
1 minuto and 4S soconds, which tho Vigi- 
lant must forfeit owing to her greater sail- 
ing length, be added to this difference, it 
will bo seen that tho English yacht beat the 
American 28 minutes and S seconds over 
tho 15-mile course from Sandy Hook light 
ship to tho first turn. After the yachts 
had doubled the mark and eased away for 
home, the winel became much lighter, and 
when the Valkyrio took in her spinnaker 
at 4:15, she seemed to bo almost iu tho dol- 
drums. Two miles astern came tho Vigi- 
lant with her sails quite full, apparently 
bringing up u frethening breeze. This gave 
new hopo to her friends, aud for a timo it 
looked as though sho would actually over- 
take the English boat bsforo tluy finished. 
When the gap had been closed to about 
one-half mile, the Valkyrio Beemed to feel 
the impulse of the breeie which tho Vigilant 
was bringing up with her, and rapidly shot 
ahead, keeping about ono mile away. At 
4:;i0 the tug Luekenback came alongside of 
tho Englishman and kept company with her 
for hall an hour. Thia told tho story of tho 
race, viz : That the boats being unable to 
finish within tho timo limit of six hour.-, 
would givo it up before crossing the finish 
and that tho Luckenback had been iu- 
structed to tow in tho victor. The Vigilant 
was the first to announce her intention of 
giving up the unsatisfactory contest, which 
she did by hauling down her jib aud taking 
a lino from tho tug Commodore. The 
Valkyrio did likewise, being taken in tow 
by tho tug Luckenbach. 

At this time the Englishman was leading 
the American by one mile, which, udded to 
tho allowance of 1 minute and 4S seconds, 
gave the Valkyrie really the lead of nearly 
one milo and a half. Had the boats con- 
tinued to their starting point, thero is do 
doubt that tho Valkyrie would huvo held 
her advantage, barring flukes and shifts of 
wind.

IIIK AUSTRALIANS AT PHILADELPHIA 

Philadelphia, Oct. 0. — Tho second great 
international crickit match between All 
Philadelphia and Australia began to-day at 
the ground of the German town Cricket 
club. The Philadelphia eleven were retired 
iu their first innings for only 119 runs, ami 
when daikness and rain combined to stop 
the game for tho da}' ut J :.')0 o'clock this 
afternoon, tho Australians had compiled 70 
for the loss of but two uicketa. The te 
the Australians put on tho field to-uay 
is substantially tho Baine ua that whicl 
played here last, week, the only change he 
ing the substitution of R. MoLeod for Con- 
ingham. In tho Philadelphia eleven E. W 
(Nark, Jr , A. G. Thomson and H. P. 
Bailey aro playing in place of Scott, Muir 
and Coatea. The changes undoubtedly 
strengthened both teams. 

Pateraon, of Philadelphia, with his usual 
luck, won tho toss and elocted to go to bat. 
Heand R.D. Brown went in to make the initial 
defence of tho wickets. A Blight drizzle of 
rain undo the turf damp and heavy, and 
the outlook for runs was not nearly us good 
aa at tho beginning of the previous match 
Trumble and MoLeod began the bowling, 
incomparable Captain Bhtokh'atn being the 
wicket keeper. 

With the scoro at 10, Brown wan retired 
on a clean bowl by Trumble. A. M. Wood 
went in, bat his stay wan abort. After he 
had scored two on a leg cut, bo skied a ball 
to Bruce, und walked off tho field, Mr.

Columbia Hi He Association was held yester- 
lay afternoon in tho secretary's office, tho 
president, Lt.-Col. Wolfenden, in tho chair. 
A report from tho treasurer on the financial 
result of the season's operations was very 
satisfactory, showing a small balance on 
hand after the payment of all accounts, in- 
cluding aomo hold over from last year.
